Salvador Reyes, head of the police detail in the park, confirmed 
the death but added no details. The cub was S.9 centimetres long 
and weighed 99.2 grammes at birth. Zoos in Washington. D.C., 
London and Tokyo have tried to male the rare animals but with- 
out success. There are thought to be fewer than 300 pandas left in 
the wild. There arc about 40 in captivity.

Jerusalem following an attack on Israeli settlers in the occupied 
West Bank. 

Acting Officer Moshe Ben-Ary e and Pvt. Mgs he Leibovitch were 
convicted last month on charges or taking weapons from the army, 
unauthorised use of military equipment and behaviour unbefitting 
a soldier and impersonating officers’. 

The two soldiers were arrested in May after police found an arms 
cache containing 120 kilogrammes of explosives and 30 hand gre- 
nades on the roof of a religious seminary in Jerusalem’s Old City. 
The incident followed the May 2 ambush of Jewish settlers in 
Hebron which left six Israelis dead, and authorities feared the arms 
and ammunition may have been destined for Jewish vigilantes in 
the West Bank. 

The military court on Sunday sentenced Acting Officer Ben- 
Arye to 19 months in prison and an additional 18 months on 
probation. It also reduced his rank to private and revoked both bis 
military and civilian driver's licenses for a period of two years 
following his release. 

Tbe court jailed privute Leibovitch for 13 months and sentenced 
him to another 12 months on probation. It also revoked both his 
driver's licenses for one year after his release. 

.An official said the maximum sentences the soldiers could have 
received on all the charges totalled 10 to 15 years' imprisonment. 

According to local press reports, the soldiers admitted that they 
intended to blow up Arab buildings in the West Bank and in 
Jerusalem in retribution for the Hebron attack. But the court 
accepted their claim that they never actually plotted to use the 
explosives. 

Their lawyer told the court that the two soldiers committed an 
•'act of foolishness” out of frustration over the Hebron attack, and 
added that there was a public consensus “to do something” fol- 
lowing the ambush, the reports said.

Baathists confer in Syria 

DAMASCUS. Aug. 18 i AP) — The central committee of the ruling 
Arab Socialist Baaih Party opened a four-day meeting here today 
under President Hafez Al Assad to "bolster Syria's steadfastness" 
against Israel and its Western backers. 

The 75-member committee resumed discussions of what Mr. 
Assad had described as ways of "deepening the course of socialism" 
in the country, according to a brief official statement. 

In addition, the agenda included internal security affairs and ways 
of improving the bureaucracy. 

No details were immediately availanle. Bui observers said the 
ruling party took up the latest developments in the Arab-lsraeli 
conflict and the Israeli annexation of the occupied Arab sector of 
Jerusalem. 

On the internal security front, the meeting dealt with efforts by the 
government to curtail terrorism by the underground Muslim 
Brotherhood organisation, the observers said. 

On the economic from, the meeting discussed ways of streng- 
thening the public sector and accelerating development projects 
throughout the country, they added. 


This was announced by the Iraqi 
Foreign Ministry in a statement, 
released to the official Iraqi news 
jgency. The statement said the 
arms and explosives were "taken 
out of the Sy rian embassy building 
in the presence of Arab diplomatic 
missions." 

The Baghdad statement did not 
say how the weapons and explo- 
sives. including five bottles of 
liquid poison, were found and 
taken out. But the implication was 
that Iraqi security forces raided 
the embassy building and seized 
the cache. 

A government spokesman in 
Damascus accused Iraqi security 
forces of "storming" the embassy. 

The Iraqi Foreign Ministry 
statement said 36 bags of 
unspecified poison as wel I as 
quantities of poisoned cigarettes 
and cigarette lighters rigged with 
explosives were seized in the 
Sy rian embassy in addition to the 
five bottles of liquid poison. 

The statement charged that the 
materials were designed for 
"sabotage and terror oper- 
ations.. .and massacres ' in Iraq 
and proclaimed all members of the

Begin puts 
the blame 
on Sadat 

TEL AVIV. Aug. 18 (AP) - 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin, 
blaming Egypt for the breakdown 
of Palestinian autonomy talks, is 
calling on President Anwar Sadat 
to resume negotiations immedi- 
ately. Israel Radio reported today. 

The menage came in a letter 
from Mr. Begin to Mr. Sadat, the 
fourth in their current round of 
diplomacy by mail, drafted by the 
prime minister today and 
expected to reach Egypt tomor- 
row. 

Government officials would not 
discuss the letter, but much of its 
content was leaked’ to Israeli 
media, presumably by members of 
a special cabinet committee that 
advised Mr. Begin on the matter. 

The state radio’s diplomatic 
correspondent reported that Mr. 
Begin did not oppose the idea of a 
three-way summit meeting, prop- 
osed by Mr. Sadat last week in a 
letter to Mr. Begin to include 
Israel. Egypt, and the U.S.But he 
warned that such a summit could 
not supplant the Camp David 
accords. 

Urging an immediate resump- 
tion of the talks. Mr. Begin was 
said to have reminded Mr. Sadat 
that Egypt, not Israel, broke off 
the negotiations and was therefore 
responsible for restarting them. 

Mr. Sadji suspended the aut- 
onomy negotiations in frustration 
over lack of progress and to pro- 
test Israel's new law formalising 
the annexation of the Arab sector 
of Jerusalem and its incorporation 
into a united Israeli capital.

The government-controlled 
Syrian media recently accused 
Iraq of arming and training “ter- 
rorists of the Muslim Brotherhood 
in a drive ;o overthrow the Syrian 
regime" of President Hafez Al 
Assad. 

Syria holds the outlawed fun- 
damentalist movement reponsible 
for political assassinations and 
bombing that claimed the lives of 
more than 150 supporters of the 
Assad government within the last 
16 months. 

Another sign of the strain bet- 
ween Iraq and Syria came last 
week when the Iraqi ambassador - 
designate to Damascus failed to 
show up for a scheduled ceremony 
to present his credentials to Pres- 
ident Assad. 


Jerusalem 
calls for 1 


CASABLANCA, Morocco. Aug. 18 (AP)— The 14-nation 
Jerusalem committee of the Organisation of the Islamic Conference 
called today for the economic and political boycott of all countries 
which "approve, encourage or participate in" the Israeli annexation 
of occupied Arab Jerusalem. In a declaration winding up a weekend 
conference on the Israeli move, the committee recommended that 
Islamic countries throughout the world apply this boycott against any 
country maintaining an embassy in Jerusalem or recognising 
Jerusalem as the capital of Israel. 

The committee agreed to convene an emergency con fere nee of the 
world's Lslamie countries in Morocco next month to take joint action 
against the annexation. 

The committee ended three days of secret talks underlie chair- 
manship of Morocco's King Hassan II with a resolution calling for a 
worldwide campaign against the Israeli action. But it stopped short of 
adopting the stronger demands of Palestine Liberation Organisation 
leader Yasser Arafat. 

The committee rejected Mr. .-Arafat's demands that all Islamic 
countries immediately open recruiting office* for volunteers to join 
in a jihad (holy war) to recapture Jerusalem and Israeli-occupied 
Arab lands. 

The committee approved a jihad in principle but took no concrete 
steps to carry it out. 

Nor did it lake any action on Mr. Arafat’s demands for an immedi- 
ate all-Islamic summit meeting to launch a total economic, dip- 
lomatic and political boycott of Israel and its allies. 

Instead*, the committee called on the foreign ministers of all Islamic 
countries to meet in Morocco on Sept. 1 8 to adopt concrete measures 
against the annexation. 

The committee called on the president*- of Guinea and Bangladesh 
to undertake a world tour to explain the Islamic position on 
Jerusalem to aJI Western countries and those in Europe in particular. 

It urged strong pressure on all countries not to move their embas- 
sies in Israel to Jerusalem, and to remove those already existing in the 
disputed city. 

The commirtee explicitly invited the countries of Western Europe. 
Japan, Australia and Canada to pressure Israel to rescind its annex- 
ation of Arab Jerusalem and withdraw from al! occupied Arab ter- 
ritories. 

It also asked these countries to recognise the PLO as the "sole 
legitimate representative of the Palestine people." 

It urged non- Arab Islamic countries such as Turkey and Pakistan, 
and non-aligned nations in general to join in the 30-year-old Arab 
boycott of companies trading with Israel.

British embassy in Tehran. 

“We already have a permanent 
sit-in in support of the students in 
detention in London and we 
thought it more prudent with the 
combination of disgruntled cus- 
tomers and political demon- 
strators to keep the doors shut," 

said David Reddaway, the 
embassy’s second secretary, in a 
telephone interview with the Brit- 


ish Broadcasting Carp. 

In addition, four British citizens 
arc helieved under arre*t in Iran. 
Two days after the arrests in Lon- 
don, Anglican missionary Jean 
Waddell was seized in the city of 
Isfahan and accused of spying.

Dr. John Coleman 
and his wife. Audrey, are missing 
and believed held, and Times of 
London correspondent Tony 
Allaway was seized Thur*Jay in 

Tehran for quesffcining about 
alleged espionage.

sians should close either their 
Rasht or their Isfahan consulate. 

Rjsht. on the Caspian coast, is 
not far from the Soviet border. 
Isfahan, in central Iran, is the site 
of a large Soviet-built steelworks. 

Mr. Qotbzadeh said last month 
that Moscow should either close 
one of its consulates or allow Iran 
to set up a consulate in Dushanbe, 
capital of the Persian-speaking 
Soviet Republic of Tadzhikistan. 

The Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man said today that no reply had 
been received from the Kremlin 
on the Dushanbe proposal. 

The spokesman said Mr. Saui- 

chenkov had been given 24 hours 
to say which consulate would be 
closed.

.Meanwhile, papal emissary 
Archbishop Hilarion Capucci 
returned to Rome today from 
Iran, optimistic that the Tehran 
authorities might not close the 
country’s Catholic schools and 
expel the foreign priests and nuns 
teaching in them. 

During his mission Archbishop 
Capucci delivered personal mes- 
sages from Pope John Paul II to 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
and President A hoi Hassan 
Bani-Sadr asking for rhe 13 
schools to remain open. 

“The problem is not yet resol- 
ved but there has been great prog- 


ress and 1 am very optimistic." he 
told reporters. 

He was optimistic "because all 
the Iranian leaders Marling with 
Khomeini have agreed to rec- 
ognise the terms of the new con- 
stitution. that is to say to respect 
the religious and cultural 
minorities.'' 
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People power 


THERE ARE some positive lessons to be learnt from the 
successful inauguration on Sunday of the Jabai A1 Nasr 
community centre in one of Amman’s poorer districts. 

One lesson is the importance of bringing facilities like 
this to the people. When it comes to recreational activities, 
just as in the case of economic or social opportunities, 
Jordan has become dangerously centralised, with the allure 
of Amman as the focal point. The result is that even the 
finest amenities which the capital city can provide, such as 
the Hussein Youth City complex, are insufficient to cope 
with demand on a national scale. 

Ail this is changing now as a real effort is made to 
decentralise recreational opportunities and attractions, 
dispersing them among the country's regions. This move- 
ment occurs simultaneously with somewhat more complex ■ 
efforts to distribute economic and industrial enterprises 
and social amenities more evenly around the country, thus 
promoting a more even distribution of wealth, economic 
opportunities and living standards as well. 

This same procedure can and must apply within the 
sprawling metropolis of Amman. The Jabai Al Nasr centre 
is the harbinger of this trend; its success will be the 
benchmark by which the whole process is judged. 

The other lesson of this neighbourhood scheme also 
applies to the country as a whole. This is the fact that, given 
a chance, the people themselves can deploy their resources 
to provide for themselves the facilities which they want and 
need in their own neighbourhoods. 

There is something of a national tendency here to sit 
back and wait for the government to provide everything in 
the way of public services, from water lines, streets and 
housing to parks, civic centres and football pitches. The 
erratic and uncontrolled growth pattern of Amman, and 
the relative newness of the city, has contributed to a similar 
lack of a self -starting community spirit on the neighbour- 
hood level. It is to be hoped that the success of Jabai Al 
Nasr will provide an example of how this tendency can be 
overcome. 

Now that the cheering has died down from Sunday's 
inaugural football match, patronised by Her Majesty the 
Queen and given an extra special boost by a surprise 
appearance by His Majesty the King, it is to be hoped that 
the residents of that community will continue to pour their 
energies and their spirit into the use and maintenance of 
their fine new facility. 

All this requires a sustained and dedicated effort, par- 
ticularly on the fund-raising side. The municipalities and 
district councils of the country have proven their ability to 
start things rolling, to help out with planning and funding 
and to provide their citizens with modern community ser- 
vices. 

It is all too easy to sit back and complain that this or that 
amenity in a given area is either lacking or inadequate. But 
no-one’s well-being or standard of living is improved 
through merely complaining about the powers-that-be. 
"People projects” require "people power.” It looks as if 
the people of Jabai Al Nasr may show us all how that power 
can be marshalled for the greater benefit of themselves and 
of us ail. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT: The enemy's foreign ministry issued a statement on 
Sunday clarifying the circumstances that surrounded the dis- 
cussion and the issuance of the bill unifying the city of Jerusalem 
as the “eternal capital" of the Zionist entity. 

The statement said that the escalation of hostile Arab and 
Muslim feelings towards the enemy's measures to swallow the 
holy city was among the main considerations which moved the 
Knesset to debate and approve the law. 

The dangerous thing about this clarification is that it makes 
clear how closely the enemy watches Arab and Islamic action, 
responding to it instantly and decisively, even if this action does 
not go beyond the expression of intentions, hopes and feelings. 

We believe that what is happening at Arab and Islamic levels in 
reaction to the Zionist challenge is an advanced stage of Arab and 
Islamic vigilance which the enemy fears, and whose moves it 
watches closely, taking action to counter them. 

Arab and Muslims have lost patience, and feel strongly that 
political flexibility is futile. It is seen to be useless to await forth- 
coming resolutions from the United Nations and other inter- 
national organisations. 

Thus it is clear how huge are the responsibilities facing the Arab 
and Islamic nation, how critical the current stage is and how 
important it is to act quickly in dealing with the Zion ist cha I lenge . 


AL DUSTOL1R: Israel's bringing up the topic of U.S. aid at this 
time, and its precondition that the U.S. administration should 
decide on the volume of aid hefore the presidential elections, 
indicate the cunning of Zionism in playing the game of blackmail 
at the American platform, and that it knows when and how to do 
it. 

Zionism wants the American administration to pay in advance 
the price of success in the forthcoming elections, and it wants to 
take advantage of the candidates' rush to obtain its friendship and 
embrace hs imperialist ambitions in the Arab region. Whether 
Mr. Carter or Mr. Reagan wins, Tel Aviv will have guaranteed 
beforehand that it will get what it wants from the American 
treasury and from the Pentagon's arsenal. 

While we don't expect the U.S . administration to change its 
policy or restrict its unlimited support for Israel, in the light of its 
total submission to the Zionist lobby, the question is for how long 
will the American platform continue to be the exclusive monopoly 
of Zionism and its tricks? 

Zionism has. through its cunning, been able to employ its 
influence in the U.S. to direct American policy and control its 
leadership according to the will of Israel.

AMMAN. Aug. 18 (JT) — The Ministry of Tour- 
ism and Antiquities is embarking on a plan to 
widen the range of tourists' trips and prolong vis- 
itors’ stays in Jordan, a ministry official was 
quoted by the daily .-1/ Ra'i as saying. The plan is 
also aimed at distributing income accrued from 
tourism to as many districts as possible, through 
the establishment of tourist centres. According to 
the official the ministry intends to build hotels and 
restaurants in different areas to help promote 
tourism, especially in the north of the country . the 
Jordan Valley and the Badia (desert I regions. 


AMMAN. Aug. 18 (Petra/JNA) — The Irbid 
Governorate Health Directorate's programme for 
next year includes the establishment of a mental 
hospital and a premedical institute to provide 
technical staff for medical centres in the gov- 
ernorate. The plan also envisages raising the 
capacity of Princess Basina Hospital to 500 beds 
to cater for the needs of the governorate. Mean- 
while. two boarding facilities will be set up in the 
centres for the retarded and the deaf and dumb in 
Irbid. Their estimated total capacity is 70 boar- 
ders. 


AMMAN, Aug. 18 (JT) — An Arab ministerial 
committee which is scheduled to meet in Tunis 
this week will review several working papers on 
the subject of a comprehensive Arab economic 
strategy, according to sources at the Ministry of 
Industry and Trade. Jordan will participate in the 
meeting, represented by a four-member deleg- 
ation to be led by Minister of Industry and Trade 
Ali Nsour. who is expected to leave for Tunis 
tomorrow. The nine-member ministerial com- 
mittee was set up by the Arab Economic Council 
at its extraordinary meeting in Amman last 
month. 


AMMAN. Aug. 18 (JT) - The Administrative

Affairs and the Environment, Mr. Faronq Zu’bi, 
will visit Holland, Ireland. West Germany and 
Britain on a two-month tour starting Oct. 10. 
During the tour, Mr. Zu’bi will look into those 
countries' local government systems with 3 view to 
improving those in Jordan. 


AMMAN, Aug. 18 (Petra/JNA) — The 
Meteorological Department has received an invi- 
tation from the World Meteorological Organ- 
isation to take part in an international conference 
on meteorology to be held in Sweden next month. 
During the five-day conference, participants will 
discuss a number of technical matters connected 
with meteorological equipment and weather fore- 
castina methods. 


AMMAN. Aug. 18 (Petra/JNA) — Five magis- 
trate's courts have been opened recently al 
Ruseifa, Suweileh. Wahdat and Marka. according 
to the Under-secrelaty of the Ministry of Justice, 
Mr. Hani Rifa'i. He said the new courts, which will 
start functioning by the beginning of next month, 
will save time and expense for citizens living in 
those areas, who formerly hud to go to downtown 
Amman to have their cases heard. 


KARAK, Aug. 18 (Petra/JNA) — The Ministry of 
Education will open three han dicraft centres in 
Karak Governorate in the coming scholastic year, 
according to the Karak Education Department. 
Two of the centres, for training in smithery, will be 
at the villages of Qasr and ‘Ai. while a dress- 
making cenlre for girls will be opened at Mazar.

EDITOR'S NOTE: This commentary on the state 
of football in Jordan was written for the Jordan 
Times bv Mr. Danny McLennan, coach of the 
Jordanian national football team . 


AT LAST, we’re off and running. 

For too long, the black and white football has 
been still in Jordan. Now it has started to roll and 
in the last few months the officials Jordanian 
footballers have begun to believe that there, is a 
future and an aim. 

Jordanian football has been at the bottom of the 
league for the past ten to 12 years. It has lacked 
development and a policy. There is only one 
stadium. AI Hussein Sports City, one grass train- 
ing field and clubs are without their own training 
fields. There is a top First Division of six teams 
who played ten matches then retired for the next 
nine months. There is no youth football and a very 
poor situation at schools. Clubs never knew when 
the league would begin. 

Suddenly, somebody pressed the right burton 
and a new Football Association was formed. At 
Iasi someone was realising the importance of 
football and sport to Jordan. In came our new

Football Association under Minister of Public 
Works, Mr. Ma'an Abu Nowar. His policy: play 
more football and lef s have a yearly programme. 
The 1979 League was completed and the 1980 
started. 

Football is played in the evenings at 9 p.m. 
Matches are being played in Irbid. There have 
been record gates at Al Hussein Sports City. The 
gates have closed 40 minutes before kick-off at 
each game in Irbid so far. To go to Sports City and 
watch games in the evening now presents a terrific 
atmosphere both to the players and spectators. 
The people in the north now have a centre at 
which they can go along and support their teams, 
Ramtha and Hussein, without having to travel to 
Amman. A very important point is that the 
schoolboy and youth can go along and be stimu- 
lated by seeing First Division teams pfoy. Next 
year it is expected that Ramtha will have their own 
ground. 

Football up until 1980 has only been played at 
one ground. Sports City in Amman. A ten-team 
league has been organised this season and has 
been a tremendous success so far. A section of 
Hussein City has been set aside for families. It is 
very satisfying to see many families coming to 
watch the games and enjoy an evening's football. 

To enable Jordan to become a first-class foot- 
balling nation many steps need to be taken yet. 
Clubs have no training grounds. There is no youth 
football and schools football is very weak. 

Points in Jordan's favour are many. There is a 
basis in the country, mainly the young boy who 
plays in the streets, on waste ground, at vacant 
building sites and anywhere else available. This is 
where basic skills are learned and a sense acquired 
which is the foundation of all good footballers. 
Unfortunately at the moment, schools and youth

been very cooperative with the 
Department of Antiquities in its 
efforts to preserve the archaeolog- 
ical heritage of Lejjun. 

"Ahmad Ma'aitah has prom- 
ised to stay on as a guard for the 
site" after the digging season, he 
said, “and the department is plan- 
ning to erect a fence around it." 
The department also has plans to 
restore one of the houses in an 
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Mr. Nabil Baqa'in 
Ottoman village nearby for use as 
a dig headquarters in future sea- 
sons, and after digging is com- 
pleted it will be converted into a 
museum of the archaeology of 
Lejjun. 

Other plans for the future 
include the reconstruction of the 
north gate of the legionary camp 
and of its principia (headquarters 
building). A long stretch of the 
camp’s fortification wall may also 
be reconstructed for visitors to 
examine. “By the end of 1984 we 
hope to have an entire stretch of 
fortifications near the northwest 
comer of the camp exposed." Dr. 
Parker said. 

During the last few weeks of the 
project, since the Jordan Times 
first visited, a number of impor- 
tant discoveries have been made 
at Lejjun. 

Mr. Frank Koucky, the geolog- 
ist on the staff who was carrying 
out a detailed surface survey of the 
area, found a series of three mills 
in the Wadi Lejjun which runs by 
the camp, and a huge Roman dam 
which blocked the wadi and would 
have formed a lake up to 10 
metres deep.

"There Is j Reman roadway 
connecting lhe mills." Dr. Parker 
said, “which would have been 
wide enough to accommodate 
carts." The mills were presumably 
used to grind grain raised in the 
valley around the camp, which 
then as now supported a good deal 
of agriculture. The mills and dam 
were a total surprise — "The area 
is much more complex than I had 
first imagined." Dr. Parker said. 

The diggers finished excavating 
Rujm Bnni Yasser, a watch tower 
to the east of the camp, a few 
weeks after digging started, after 
finding evidence that it was orig- 
inally used in the Nabataean 
period — before the integration of 
all of Jordan into the Roman 
.Empire in A.D. JU6. "After 106. 
the hill was abandoned for 200 
years." Dr. Parker said. "Then it 
was reoccupied around 300." the 
time of building of the main camp. 

After closing out the areas on 
Rujm Bani Yasser, the team from 
those areas moved to another hill 
to the south, where there was evi- 
dence that it had been used as a 
cemetery in the Late Roman to 
Early Byzantine periods. 

This conjecture was based on 
surface pottery found on the hill 
and the style of some tombs as 
seen from above; but after 
excavating some of them, the dig- 
gers were unable to confirm the 
hypothesis because the tombs had 
apparently been disturbed and 
“robbed out" in later periods. 

In the main camp the diggers 
have been able to find occupation 
material only from periods after 
the main use of the camp - a 
"squatter" phase in the Late 
Bvzantinc period after the camp 
was abandoned by the Roman 
legionnaires. In Area A. the prin- 
ciple!, remains of domestic use 
were found in the ides or legionary 
shrine -- cookfires. animal bones, 
etc. “This was a violation of the 
primary use of the shrine." Dr. 
Parker said — so it was clearly not 
the responsibility of the legion- 
naires themselves. 

And in Area B. a barracks block 
there was a floor laid over the col- 
lapse of the building's roofing 
arches. In this level, a number olF 
whole Byzantine lamps were 
found. 

These lamps were almost the 
only whole objects found in the 
camp, except for a few coins — one 
Roman, and the rest of later, 
Islamic periods. 

In talking to the Jordan Times 
shortly before the end of the sea- 
son, Dr. Parker expressed some 
disappointment that the diggers 
had spent most of their time 
excavating wall collapse and rub- 
ble fill. But only a few days later, 
just before closing down the dig. 
they found something which may 
make all their hard work some- 
what more rewarding: a small 
horde of bronze coins. The>e 
coins, found just under one of the 
“squatter” floors in Area B 1 . have 
not been fully analysed yet. But on 
a first reading, they appear to be 
from the Early Byzantine period 
the best evidence found yet of 
pre-suqatier occupation of the 
camp. 

Dr. Parker and his team hope to 
return to Lejjun for more digging 
in 1982 and again in 1984 — und.it 
is hoped, they will find, not only 
coins, but evidence of all kinds to 
illuminate the history of the Limes 
Arabicus, the series of fortresses 
that protected the southeastern 
edge of the Roman Empire.

Japanese firms, World Bank

TOKYO. Aug. IS (AP)-A consortium of three Japanese firms 
and the World Bank will cooperate with Egypt in the construction 
of u major steel plant near Alexandria, the Sunkci Shimbun. a 
Japanese daily, reported yesterday. 

Two Japanese steel companies, Nippon Kokan K..K. and Kobe 
Steel along with a trading company. Toyo Menka Kaisha. will 
assist in the S540 million steel plant, the newspaper reported. 

The daily, quoting unnamed sources, said the steel mill is 
scheduled to besin production in 1985 and will have an annual 
capacity of about 380.000 tons of steel products, chiefly ferro 
concrete steel bars. 

One newspaper said the steel mill will provide steel for projects 
in Egypt’s new five-year project to build housing accom- 
modations. trunk roads, and harbour facilities.

Britain 

surplus 


LONDON. Aug. 18 (R)— Britain 
announced today a record £3 1 1 
million balance of payments sur- 
plus in July, an unexpected boost 
to its struggling economy. Most 
forecasts had suggested the coun- 
try would have only a small sur- 
plus in the month, similar to the 
133 million surplus it had in June. 

A major factor in the July fig- 
tires were net exports of oil worth 
£102 million, the Trade Depart- 
ment said. However non-oil trade 
also showed a surplus of £ 1 5^ mil- 
lion. the highest since 1977. 

Economists and businessmen 
have been almost unanimous in 
predicting that Britain's exports 
would suffer because of the com- 
bination of a strong pound, now 
close t»i its highest level for about 
five years, and the country's 
inflation. 

However, exports a>se in July 
by £22 million to £4.030 million. 
Imports meanwhile fell by 6.5 per 
cent, clearly .showing the effects of 
a deep recession hitring the coun- 


PAR1S. Aug. 18 liNPA) — Third 
World countries arc likely to 
plunge a further $6(>.oufi million 
into debt -- 1 5 per cent up — this 
year, with their debt -servicing 
burden rising by 588,000 million, 
according to a grim forecast b\ the 
Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development. 

The fact that debt-service is ris- 
ing faster than the overall Third 
World debt reflects an increase in 
axe rage terms attached to loans, 
the report ’•aid. adding that this 
was largely due i«» the big jump in 
interest rates in the private sector 
lending. 

The survey, which lakes into 
accounr oil price rises two months 
aeo. shows ihai the world's 
dovelopi n l imii* m- • »w e five t ime s 
more than they did in 197 1 while 
their debt-servicing burden has 
multiplied seven times. 

Two countries accounting for 
much of Africa's indebtedness las t 
year, according to >hc orgnn- 
i-aiinfTs prelimin.in figures, were 
Algeria, with debts of Si 7.200 
million and Egypt with SI2.UUU 
million. 

Meanwhile, huge surpluses .ire 
expected to be generated by the 
oil producers noxi year, while 
U'ricun and other ThirJ World 
countries are run nine ever deeper 
into balance of payment deficien- 
cies.

lars find their way to assisting the 
increasingly indebted .African and 
Third World countries. 

These nations' deficits are 
expected to run between $5 and 
$10 billion in 1981, for non-oil 
producing developing countries. 

The Commonwealth report, the 
work of a 10-man group of 
experts, recommends that the oil 
producers diversify their reserves, 
now largely held in dollars. 
Instead, they would be offered 
Japanese yen or deutschmarks. 
The offer would be guaranteed by 
the West German or Japanese 
Central Banks. 

The scheme would enable the 
OPEC states to exchange dollars 
for U.S. bonds, and these would 
carry a higher rate of interest and 
there would be no loss of foreign 
exchange. The U.S. Federal 
Reserve Board would then on- 
lend to the International Monet- 
ary Fund, which in turn would 
on-lcnd to developing countries. 

Not a new idea, it is a complex 
one requiring close coordination 
at all levels, from the oiJ- 
.produerng countries, the Western 
guarantors, the U.S. Federal 
Reserve authorities, the IMF. and 
finally the needy recipients, who 
would, at reasonable rates, have a 
new source of much-needed hard 
currency. 

Taking a longer view, the 
Commonwealth report believes 
chat it scheme of this nature could 
pave the wav for the World 
Development Fund proposed by 
the Brandt Commission.

These are our findings. 
Although West's takeout 
double is perhaps a trifle 
light in terms of point count, 
it meets with our approval.

North's decision to bid one 
diamond is another matter. 
Don't include us among those 
who say that a bid over a dou- 
ble is a sign of weakness.

The Australian teamed with Argentinian Carlos Keutemann 
fora tactical race in order to secure the optimum nutnhci of points 
in a competition he called "a foregone conclusion." "Renault is 
going to win this one.

Chinese wins in int'l swimming tourney 

HONOLULU. Aug. I8t AP| — China's VVetfen Liang was placed 
llrsi yesterday in the women's 100-metre breast stroke on the 
final Jjy of the Hawaii international swimming invitational. 

Liang. 18. thus became the First swimmer from China to win an 
event in international swimming competition. It was also the first 
time China pitted its swimmers against an international field. 

The four-day meet came to a close yesterday with the U.S. 
winning 2S of the 34 events. Canadian swimmers won three races, 
while Japan. New Zealand and China each took first place hon- 
ours in one event. 

Joe But tom. of the Llnited States, was the only swimmer to set a 
new world record at the invitational, which featured swimmers 
from 14 countries that did not participate in Moscow Olympics. 
He swam the 5U-meire freestyle with a time of 22 . ?1 seconds to 
crack the old mark set by Bruce Stahl earlier this year. 

I.ianu’s time of 1:12.84 set j new China record for the 11.10- 
ntetre breast stroke. "I think I went fast because there were so 
many other speedy swimmers in my race." she said through an 
interpreter. 

On Aug. M. Liang beat breast stroke record holder Tracy Caul- 
kins. when U.S. swimmers were in Peking. Caulkins did not 
participate at the Hawaii invitational. 

USSR criticises its Olympic B-baU team 

MOSL OW . \ug. 1 8. 1 AP) — ' The Soviet Union's main sports daily 
took the men s basketball team to task, today for failing to win 
better than bronze at the Moscow Summer Game-. 

The criticism in Soviet Sport was in contrast to the daily diet of 
extravagant praise and self-congratulations on the Soviet Union's 
production of the Olympics that the Soviet media has been serving 
since the games ended. 

•' We were fair in hoping that our basketball players would win 
gold medals." the paper said in an article by Coach S. Bashkin. 
But the Russians lost not only to ihe strong Yugoslavs, w ho came 
in first, but even to the Italians, who won silver. 

"In the opinion of specialists, our team played significantly 
below its real potential, basing its game insufficiently, by modern 
standards, on the movements of the tall centres. V. Tkachenko 
and \. Belostennyi," Bashkin wrote. 

Offering a detailed critique of the Soviet plovers and game, he 
concluded: ” Either it was the inept leadership' of the team, or it 
was overconfidence. Possibly it was both. In addition, the team’s 
game was too nervous."

Chun one step closer to 
supreme power in S. Korea 


SEOUL, Aug. 18 (R)-Army strong- 
man Chun Doo Hwan moved a step 
closer to supreme power in South 


Korea when he was nominated to suc- 
ceed President Choi Kyu Hah, who 
resigned on Saturday. 


More- than 400 presidential 
electors unanimously endorsed 
the nomination of the 47-year-old 
general, who has slowly emerged 
as the country's dominant force 
since assassination ended rhe 
18-year rule of President Park 
Chung Hee last October. 

Gen, Chun has only to give his 
consent to formalise the nomi- 
nation and is regarded as certain 
to be elected president. No other 
candidates have been endorsed so 
far. 

The election may be this month, 
cove rn men t sources said. Under 


the 1972 constitution, which 
scrapped the popular vote ■ for 
president, Gen. Chun needs a 
simple majority of the 2,540 
members of the electoral college, 
the National Conference for 
Unification. 

President Choi said he quit the 
job after eight months because he 
wanted to set a precedent for a 
peaceful change of pioneer. 

That removed the last obstacle 
to Gen. Chun’s formal assumption 
of power. In the meantime. Prime 
Minister Park Choong Hoon 
serves as acting president. 


Apartheid ‘indefensible’ 


LONDON. Aug. 18 (R) - South 
African Foreign Affairs Minister 
Pifc Botha said in a British tele- 
vision programme that his gov- 
ernment could not morally defend 
racial discrimination. 

Appearing via satellite from 
Johannesburg. Mr. Botha told 
journalists in "Face the Press” 
that South Africa could not 
"morally defend discrimination 
based on the colour of a man's skin 
alone.” 

Mr. Botha said: "That's why we 
are committed to remove the wage 
gap. That's why we are prepared 
in labour relations to effect major 
changes... in sport, in the social 


economic field." 

Admitting his government 
faced a dilemma over proposed 
reforms to the apartheid system. 
Mr. Botha said: "We want to 
remove the colour humiliation in 
our practices and in our laws, but 
there is one thing we cannot 
remove. We cannot remove the 
urge of our people to live and sur- 
vive according to their values." 

The foreign minister dented 
that parallels could be drawn bet- 
ween the recent fall of Mr. Ian 
Smith's white minority gov- 
ernment in Rhodesia and the 
future of South Africa. 


The prime minister told the 
nomination meeting of 4 1 7 elec- 
tors from Seoul and the southern 
island province of Cheju today 
that a new leader should he chosen 
as soon as possible to avoid a vac- 
uum. 

Gen. Chuns name was placed 
in nomination by college member 
Lee In Sop. who said the general 
would lead South Korea :nto □ 
new era as a happy „ demo cratic 
state. 

The general, one of \everal 
young army officers favoured by 
President Park, rose to prom- 
inence as head of the investigation 
into the president's murder. 

He was promoted to three-star 
:ank in March and to hill general 
this month. He will have to retire 
from the army to become pres- 
ident as the constitution excludes 
a military head of state. 

South Korea is drawing up a 
new constitution, which will be put 
to a nationwide referendum by 
October. 

The government has promised 
fresh presidential and par- 
liamentary elections under the 
new constitution early next year. 

Gen. Chun said earlier this month 
the timetable could be moved 
forward. 


PNG Infantrymen 
occupy rebel island 

LUGANVU.LE. Vanuatu, Aug. !8 <R) - infantrymen from Papua 
New ti’iine". guarded strategic retaliations on the South Pacific island 
of Espiriiu Santo today after flying in unopposed to suppress a 12- 
week-old :wcessionist revolt. 

As about 150 troop: in Full combat gear Tanned out through the tiny, 
one-street town of Luganvillf, die 200-strong Anglo-French force they 
replaced pulled out by plane and boat. 

It finally ended French and British involvement in newly- 
independent Vanuatu, formerly the New Hebrides, which they ruled 
jointly for 74 years. 

The new troops, requested by the Vanuatu government, clearly 
expected trouble us they flew in soon after dawn. They immediately 
threw a defensive cordon, stiffened with machineguns, around the 
airport, to ihe mild surprise of a welcoming party of British and

The headquarters of Vemerana, the rebels’ political movement, 
was deserted and the party flag taken down. But Col. Huai said he 
thought there were still rebels in the town. 

-We have not had contact with the enemy but I expect that at any 
time, firing or something," he said.

Col. Huai did not expect to move out of Luganville to advance on the 
rebels' headquarters and radio station for about two weeks.

Tension remains high in N. India 


NEW DELHI. Aug. 18 (R) - 
Tension remained high today in 
severul north Indian towns rocked 
by religious riots, but no new vio- 
lence was reported. 

Prime Minister Indira GandhL 
speaking in parliament, said an 
atmosphere of violence was grow- 
ing in the country and this affected 
a vast majority of poor people as 
well as hampering development. 
But. she said, the violence was 
part of a world-wide phenome- 
non. 

Army troops and police in the 
northern state of Uttar Pradesh 
continued patrolling Moradabad 
and Aligargh where an indefinite 
curfew, imposed last week, is still 
in force. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
said the curfew had been relaxed 
in two other towns in Uttar Prad- 
esh where Muslims. Hindus and 
police have clashed frequently 
since Wednesday, when pigs were 
reported to have been seen near a 
mosque.« 

Home Minister ZaiJ Singh told 
parliament that 1 13 lives were lost 
in the Moradabad riots. But PTI 
and other press reports have said 
that more than 1 50 people died in 
Uttar Pradesh, including 142 in 
Moradabad. 

Mr. Singh said the situation was 
improving steadily and he hoped it 
would soon return to normal. 

PTI said large quantities of arms 
and ammunition were seized yes- 
terday in Moradabad and searches 


were being conducted in other 
towns. People holding licensed 
arms had been asked to surrender 
them. 

Mobile clinics and shops were 
being pressed into service in 
Moradabad to enable people to 
buy daily necessities. PTI said. 

In Ahmadabad, capital of the 
western state of Gujarat, troops 
fired in the air last night after 
burning torches were thrown at 
them. 

This was the first time troops 
bad opened fire in the current 
wave of violence sweeping large 
parts of India, PTI said. 

Mrs. Gandhi defended the sec- 
urity forces and said they must not 
be blamed unfairly as it could 
affect their morale. 

She said much had been made 
of her party's slogan that she 
would prove "a government that 
works," but she had inherited a 
government that had broken 
down. She added: “How can one 
work efficiently with broken down 
machinery?" 

Reuters adds from Calcutta — 
The death toll from a soccer riot 
yesterday rose to 14 today with 
the death in hospital of two more 
sports fans, PTI reported. 

Thousands of people stam- 
peded at Calcutta's Eden Gardens 
stadium following stone-throwing 
clashes between rival groups of 
supporters in a match berween 
East Bengal and Mohan Bagan. 

Police said 12 people were 


killed and more than 100 others 
injured. 

The West Bengal state gov- 
ernment yesterday ordered can- 
cellation of all first division foot- 
ball league matches scheduled for 
today. 

Police have begun an inves- 
tigation and arrested nine people 
in connection with the incident, 
the worst soccer riot in the history 
of Calcutta where the game ha> 
millions of ardent followers. 


KAMPALA. Aug. 18lR)--Ugan- 
dan soldiers opened fire on United 
Nations Chifdren'N Fund 
(UNICEF) relief vehicles, saying 
thev were starving, a British aid 
e.xperl ^aid today. 

Mr. Neville Lawson, a logistics 
expen. said aid representatives 
had stopped in the southern 
Karamoja village of Mnru'em last 
Saturday to tell the army com- 
mander that some of his men had 
tried to steal food from UNICEF 
some hours earlier. 

About 3U soldiers approached 
the UNICEF lorry and Land- 
rover. said they wore starving and 
wanted a ride n » the army barracks 
at Moroto in the east of the vio- 
lence and drought-stricken 
Karamoja region. 

Mr. Lawson said the aid rep- 
resentatives agreed to give the pla- 


toon commander a lift, but as they 
were driving off soldiers fired Sev- 
ern! shots at them. No one was 
hurt in the incident. 

The United Nations tem- 
porarily suspended its famine 
relief work in the region after 
armed bandits attacked a convoy, 
i-ui this is the first report of sol- 
diers shooting at aid vehicles. 

Mr. Lawson was hired by 
UNICEF to assess the transport 
and supply of relief aid to the area. 
He arrived in Kampala yesterday 
after a week's tour of Karamoja. 

Last week aid workers reported 
that Tanzanian troops guai ding an 
airfield at SorotL in central 
Uganda, unsuccessfully tried to 
shoot dewn a relief helicopter 
piloted by an American, as it came 
in to land.

Reagan will speed arms race to get peace 


Pakistan concerned 
over anti-Muslim violence 


ISLAMABAD. Aug. 18 (AP) - 
Pakistan's foreign office yesterday 
expressed "serious concern" over 
the widespread incidents of 
anti-Muslim violence in India. 

The foreign office expressed 
concern after nearly 20 people 
were reported to have died in vio- 
lent clashes over the past several 
days in a number of Indian chics, 
including New Delhi and Rnmpur. 

A foreign office spokesman said 
"perhaps, the tragedy could have 
been avoided if strict precautions 
were taken to prevent miscreants 
from desecrating the Eid (Muslim 
festival which marks the end of the 
holy month of Ramadan) con- 
gregation ground in Moradabad." 

The spokesman expressed 
Pakistan's "deep sympathy for 
the members of the bereaved 
families.” and voiced the hope 
that "the government of India will 
take immediate steps of restore 
normalcy and prevent the recurr- 
ence of such incidents in order to 
safeguard the lives and properties 
of its Muslim minority popu- 
lation." 

In New Delhi. Mrs. Gandhi, 
also referring to the violence, 
stressed the idea of self-discipline 
in a speech today. 

Speaking to the All-India 
newspapers editors conference, 
she questioned whether violence, 
crimes, and the spectacular should 
be reported at aii in the Indian 
press. 

But she said the judgement of 
what to publish should be made by 
the press itself and “not neces- 
sarily" by government. Mrs. Gan- 
dhi clamped censorship on India's 
press during her 1975-77 
emergency rule. Mr. Vasanl 
Sathe, Mrs. Gandhi's information 
minister, told the group earlier 


that the Indian press should not 
"fan the troubled situation" in 
Muslim-Hindu relations. He 
labelled unlimited freedom to do 
so "ami-national.” 

Bangladesh, 
India find 
accord 

DACCA. Aug. IS tR) - India 
and Bangladesh have agreed to 
stop illegal migrations, and to pre- 
vent their countries being used for 
hostile activities against each 
other. 

A joint statement, issued today 
after a three-day visit of Indian 
Foreign Minister P.V. Narasimha 
Rao to Bangladesh Foreign Minis- 
ter Mohammad Shamsul Huq. 
said the two sides would make 
efforts to ensure peace on their 
borders. 

Tbe two countries have agreed 
to prepare for the emergence of a 
south Asian forum and summit 
meeting on international coop- 
eration in the region, suggested by 
Bangladesh President Ziaur 
Rahman two months ago. 

Another meeting, the statement 
said, would be held in November, 
for experts to determine the two 
countries’ territorial limits in the 
Bay of Bengal. They also decided 
to study information relating to 
the ownership of two recently-- 
surfaced islands in the Bay. 

India and Bangladesh have 
agreed to cooperate in a political 
settlement to cater for the water 
requirements of both countries 
during dry months, as well as 
through a joint river commission. 


CHICAGO. ‘ Aug. IS I AP) - 
Defending America’s role in rhe 
Vietnam war as "a noble cause." 
Republican presidential nominee 
Ronald Reagan today called for u 
massive rebuilding of U.S. milit- 
ary forces and denounced LLS. 
President Jimmy Carter for "bet- 
rayal" of the nation's veterans. 

In remarks prepared for deliv- 
ery to the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars annual convention, where 
he was to accept the VFW s formal 
endorsement for president, Mr. 
Reagan attacked President Car- 
ter s foreign policy’ as "one of 
weakness, inconsistency, vac- 
illation and bluff." 

It was one of Mr. Reagan's 
strongest pro-military speeches, 
and ir marked the first time in the 
1980 campaign that Mr. Reagan 
gave his unqualified endorsement 
to the United Slates’ involvement 
in the Vietnam war. 

"America's mistake in Vietnam 
was not entering the war. but fail- 
ing to win it." Mr. Reagan said. 

"For too long, we have lived 
with the Vietnam syndrome." Mr. 
Reagan said. "As the years 
dragged on. we were told that 


peace would come if wc would 
simply stop interfering and go 
home. It is rime we recognised lhai 
ours was. in truth, a noble cause. A 
small country, newly free from 
colonial rule, sought our help in 
establishing self-rule and the 
means of self-defence against a 
totalitarian neighbour hem on 
conquest." he said. 

"There is a le<son tor all of us in 
Vietnam. If wc are forced to fight, 
we must have the means and 
determination to prevail." Mr. 
Reagan said, adding that "we dis- 
honour the memory of 50.1)00 
young Americans who died in thai 
cause if we give way to feelings of 
guilt as if we were doing some- 
thing shameful." 

Speaking of Vietnam veterans. 
Mr. Reagan said the Carter 
administration has been "shabby” 
in the benefits it has given them. 

"It is the height of hypocrisy for 
the administration in high- 
sounding words to repeatedly tell 
us how much we owe our Vietnam 
veterans and then, only in this 
election year, recommend a stingy 
ten per cent increase in the GI Bill 
when these veterans have not had 


an increase since 1977," Mr. 
Reagan said. The GI Bill permits 
veterans to go to university at gov- 
ernment expense. 

" It is a breach of faith that com-, 
pensation for those with service- 
connected disabilities has not kept 
abreast of inflation." he added. 

Mr. Reagan said he believes the 
best hope of maintaining peace 
with the Soviet Union "is to con- 
vince them they cannot win at 
war." repeating his willingness as 
president to spend "whatever it 
takes to he strong enough that no 
other nation will dare violate the 
peace." 

"We’re already in an arms race, 
but only the Soviets are racing" 
while the United Slates is falling 
dangerously behind, Mr. Reagan 
said, describing what he saw as a 
pattern of direct and indirect 
Russian-backed aggression in 
Afghanistan, Africa, Central 
America, the Middle East and 
elsewhere. 

"World peace must be our No. 1 
priority," Mr. Reagan said. "But it 
must not be peace at any price. It 
must not be a peace of humiliation 
and gradual surrender." 



threatened by the black-majority 
government with possible pro- 
secution or administrative action 
over allegations of plotting a pre- 
independence coup to prevent Mr.

The 54-year-old general, kept 
on as military commander by Mr. 
Mugabe after the guerrilla-backed

One of Mr. Mugabe's priorities 
is to avoid a racial -clash between 
the 200,000 whites who ruled 
Rhodesia before it became Zim- 
babwe and the seven million 
blacks for whom Mr. Mugabe led a 
seven-year guerrilla war. 

In the interviews, Lt. Gen. 
Wads disclosed that be unsuc- 
cessfully urged Britain, the col- 
onial power until independence 
on April 18, to declare the elec- 
tions invalid because of alleged 
massive intimidation by Mr.

A square deal for the world’s second-class workers 


They number tens Of mil- 
lions. .4 great majority of them 
are married women, but young 
people in their early twenties 
and men in their mid- fifties are 
increasingly joining the ranks. 

Their wages are generally 
low. and career prospects, if 
any, are dim. They are the first 
to be fired in a squeeze and are 
vulnerable to several sorts of 
job discrimination. 


They are the world's part- 
time workers. 

Growing numbers 

The latest available figu res 
show that there are over 11 mil- 
lion part-time workers in the U.S. 
non-agricultural sector alone, 
more than 9 million in the Euro- 
pean Economic Community 
(EEC). 2.4 million in Japan and 
1.3 million in Canada. 

More revealing, however, is the 
fact that these people account for 
25 per cent of the total employ- 
ment in Sweden. 15 to 20 percent 
in Australia, Denmark and the 
.United Kingdom; 10 to 15 per 
cent in Canada, New Zealand and 
the U.S.: and 5 to 10 per cent in 


France, the Federal Republic of 
Germany. Italy and the Nether- 
lands. 

Over the past three decades 
part-time employment has grown 
steadily in most industrialised 
countries. For example, in 
Australia it rose by 138 per cent 
between 1964 and 1978. in 
Canada by 55 per cent between 
1966 and 1977. and the number of 
non-agriculiural part-time 
employees in the U.S. trebled 
between 1954 and 1977. 

The situation in east European 
countries is about the same. Thus 
some 50 per cent of total female 
employment in the German 
Democratic Republic is part time. 

Women ’5 domain 

Women dominate the part-time 
labour market. The proportion 
ranges from 70 to 90 per cent 
according to countf). Married 
women account for 3bout 80 to 90 
per cent of the toial part-time 
employment in Australia, Japan. 
Sweden and the EEC. 

International Labour Organ- 
isation (ILO) analysis point out, 
however, that in recent years more 
and more young and elderly peo- 
ple have been taking part-time 
jobs. In the U.S.. for example, 
youth under 25 made up 47 per 
cent of the total number of part- 
time non -agricultural workers in 
1977. In the EEC countries. 53.4 
per cent of the men in part-time 


employment were over 55 years 
old. according to a mid-1970s 
count. This percentage keeps ris- 
ing. 

Low wages 

Most part-time jobs are found 
in the services sector — over two- 
thirds in the EEC — followed by 
agriculture and certain industries. 

The jobs are usually low- 
skilled. requiring little or no train- 
ing and experience. 

It is hardly astonishing, there- 
fore. that wages are low, but there 
is quite often a very striking gap 
between the average earnings of 
part-time and full-time employees 
working in the same industry or 
profession. 

In France the average hourly 
earnings of part-time employees 
in commerce, banking and insur- 
ance amounted, in October 1975, 
to only 78 per cent of those 
received by their full-time col- 
leagues. For part-time workers in 
non-agricultural employment in 
the U.S., the May 1977 hourly 
earnings were S2.90, and for full- 
time workers $5-00. In industry 
and services in the United King- 
dom the average hourly earnings 
of part-time women workers in 
1976 amounted to 92.9 per cent of 
the earnings of women in full-time 
manual employment and to 80.7 
per cent of those of women in 
full-time- non-manual employ- 
ment. 


Between necessity and choice 

Why then to people accept 
part-time work to begin with? . 

For most married women with 
family responsibilities a part-time 
job, which offers more time for 
taking care of the house-hold and 
children than full-time employ- 
ment. often represents the only 
way to help the family make both 
ends meet. Inflation, which is 
eroding the husband's take-home 
pay, coupled with a growing aspi- 
ration for material well-being and 
a desire for greater autonomy and 
self-fulfilment, are the main 
reasons for female part-time 
work. 

Students and pensioners simply 
need the money. Moreover, many 
of them have neither the time nor 
the energy to take a full-time job 
if one were available. 

Finally, an emerging category of 
part-time workers of all ages con- 
sists of people who like to have 
more leisure while working less 
for less money. 

Pros and cons 

Part-time employment has 
undeniable advantages. Perhaps 
the most important one in the pre- 
sent slump is that it injects man- 
power into the economy which 
would otherwise have remained 
idle. It also enables more people 
to realise their desire for a better 
or different way of life. 


Business welcomes part-time 
employment in so far as it helps to 
streamline manpower Deeds to 
output variations. Bui managers 
are less happy with social security 
and administrative costs of part- 
time work which may completely 
cancel out its advantages for the 
enterprise. 

The attitude of trade unions is 
lukewarm in most cases mainly 
because of their fear that the 
expansion of part-time employ- 
ment might endanger the 
employment and working con- 
ditions of full-time workers. 
Moreover, part-time workers are 
usually not unionised.
